CHINESE PATIESCE AND PERSE. 
VERKANCE. 

Awony a dense population like that of 
the Chineso Empire. life is often reduced 
to ita very lowest terms, and those tarma 
are literally a ‘atruggla for axistenca.' In 
order to live, it is necoasary to have the 
means of living, and those means each 
must obtain for himaelf, as best he cap. 
Deep prverly and a hurd struggle for the 
moans of existence will of themselves never 
make any luman being industrious, but if 
aman or a face is endowed with the instinct 
of industry, these are the conditions which 
will tend must effectually to develup indus- 
try. Tho same condition will also tend to 
the developwent of cconomy, which, as we 
have seen, isa prominent Chinese quality. 
These conditions also develop patien:¢ and 
perseveranc, The hunter and the fisher. 
man who know that their livelihood depends 
upon the alealth and wariness of their 
movementa, and the patience with which 
they wait fortheir opportunity, will be steal- 
thy, wary aud patient, no matter whether 
they happen to belong to the races of man- 
kind classed as.‘ civilised,’ to those called 
‘ semi-civilind,’ or to those known as ‘sa- 
vege.’ ‘The Chinese are a raco who for ages 
have. been hunting for a living under condi- 
tions frequently. the moat adverse, and they 
have thus earned to combine the active 
industry of the most civilised peoples, with 
the passive pationce of the North Americun 
Indian, The Chinese are willing tu labour 
for a very long period of time, for very 
small rewerds, because small rewards are 
touch betterthan none, Ages of experieuca 
have taughi. them, that it is very ditficult to 
makes mero industry a stepping stave to 
those wider opportunities which we of 
the West have come to look npon as 
the natur#l results. They are * patural’ 
results, only ini the betise that when a; 
propriate cunditions are found, these resu. 

ill follow,, A population of five hundred 
to the squete milo, it is scarcely n: cessary 
to observe, is not one of the conditions 
adapted to lead to practical verification of 
the adage that industry and economy are 
the two frands of Fortune. But the Chinesa 
is content (o toil on for such rewards as he 
may be able to get, and in this contentment, 
he illustrates his virtue of. patience. It is 
related of the late Genoral Grant, that on 
his return from that, trip round the globo 
in which itis supposed that he wos seon by 
more human beings than any other single 
individual tad ever been, he was asked 
what was the most remarkable thing thut he 
sew. He roplied at once, that the must ex- 
traurdinarymght which he anywhere beheld, 
was tho spetacle of a petty Chinese dealer 
by his keen competition running out a Jew, 

‘here Wwas great significance in‘fhe observa 
tion. Theguulities of the Jewish people 
are by thiatina well known, and have ‘ted 
to moat surprising results, but the Jows are 
after all buts minute fraction of the homan 
race, TheQhivese, on the uther hand, ara 
& considerable percentage of the whole po- 
pulation of the planet. Tho Jew who was 
ton out bythe Chinese, did nut preaump- 
tively differin any easential respect froin 
any other Jew. The result of the competi- 
tion’ would ‘prouably have been’ the same, 
though the competitors had been’ different 
in their identity, for ‘it is morally certain

the entrance, Upon being asked bis ‘ron- 
son for this strange behaviour, aud why he 
did not puisue the thief, be made the calm 
and oharacteristically Oriental reply, ‘Ho 
must come hore at last’! Oue is nut infre- 
quently reminded of. this’ exaggoratiun -of 
passive persistence, not only in tho behavi- 
our of indlyidual Chinese, but 10 tho nots 
of the Government oa well, The long and 
splendid reign of the emperor Kang Hai, 
lasting from 1602 until 1723, made his 
Dame more celebrated than that of any 
other Asiatic monarch. Yet it was im the 
reign of this greatest of Ohiness rulers, that 
the Ohineso patriotic pirate Ching Ching- 
kung, better known under the name of 
Koringa, ravaged the coasts of the pro- 
vinees of Kuangtung and Fukion to such a 
degree that the Government junks were 
totally ‘unable to copa with him. Under 
these circumstances, K‘ang Hei hit upon 
tho happy expedient cf ordering all the 
paopla inhabiting thia extended const line, 
ta retira into the interior to a distanca of 
thirty Hi, or abst nine miles, at which point 
they were inaccessible even te such stout 
attacks ag this ndherent of the old order of 
things was able to make, This strange 


command was gonerally obvyed, and was ; 


quite successful in acorm|-liahiag its design. 
Koxinga retired, baffled in his plans, 
and contented himsulf with driving the 
Dutch out of Formosa, and was eren- 
tually ennobled under tho title of 
the ‘S:a-quelling Duke,’ by which means 
he was at once pucified and extin- 
guished. Every foreigner reading this 
singular account is impelled t@ assent to 
the cumment of the author of the ‘ Midd e 
Kingdom,’ that a goverament which’ was 
strong enough t» compel auch a number 
of maritime subjects to leave their 
towns and villages, and to retire at such 
great loss into the interior, ought to have 
been atrong enough to equipa fleot and to 
put an end to the attacks upon these deso- 
lated homes. Another example of the per- 
sistence of the Chineso Government is not 
leas remarkable, and ia atilt fresh in the 
minds of forcign residents in China. In 
the year 1873, the Chinese general Teo 
Tsung-tang established himvell in Barkoul 
and Hami, having been sant by the Govern- 
ment to endeavour tu pnt a stop to the 
great Mohammodan rebellion, which, be- 
ginning with a more apark, had spread lik - 
wildtire all over western China and through 
Central Asia, The difficulties to- be over- 
come were so great, as to appear almost 
insuperable. It was ther commen to meut 
with articles in the foreign presa in China, 
ridiculing both the nodertaking of Teo, 
and the fatuity of the Government in en- 
deavouring to raise money by loans, in 
order to pay the heavy wat exponses thus 
incurred. Within a year of his arrival in 
the rebellious district, Tso’s army was 
marching on either side of the lofty Tien 
Shan in parallel columns, driving the rebels 
before them. When they reached a country 
in which the supplies were insufiicient, the 
army was turned into 4 farming colony and 
set to cultivating tho soil with a view to 
raising crops for theirfuture support. Thoa 
alternately planting and matching, the 
‘agricultural army ' of Tau thoroughly ac- 
complished its work, an acbievernent which 
has been thought to be among ‘the most 
remarkable in the wonals vf any modern 
country.’ 


‘The exhibition of Chinese patience which 
is likely to make the strongest impression 
upon a foreigner, is that which is unfor- 
tunately so often to be seen in all paris of 
the empire, when the calamities to which 
reference has just been made, have been 
rentigud upon an envurmons seale. The pro~ 
vinces of China with which foreigners are 
wost familia, ave seldom altogeiher free 
from disasters dua to flood, dronght, and 
resultant famine. The recollection of the 
terrible aufferings in the femine of 1877-78, 
whieh involved untold milliuns of people, 
wi.l not soon fade trom the momories of 
thoee who wore witnesses of that distress. 
Since thon the woes intlicted upon exten- 
sive regions, by the overfluw of the Yellow 
River, and by its sudden change of chau- 
nel, have been past all computation or com- 
prehension, Some of the finest parts of 
several different provinces, have been de- 
vastated, aud fertile soil has been buried a 
fathom deep in blighting sands of deggla- 
tion, Thousands of villages have been 
annihilated, and the wretched inhabitants 
who have eacaped death by flocd, have been 
driven forth as wanderers on the face uf the 
earth, without homes and without hope. 
Great masses of human beings, suddenly 
ruined, and reduced tu deaperatiun by no 
faultof theirown, are not agreeable objects of 
conteroplation toany government. Self-pre- 
servation is the first law of wature, aod 
what is more natural than that thosy who 
through no prevantible causes havo been 
auddealy bronght to starvation, should 
combino to compel those who have foad, to 
share with those who have none? While 
it is true that relief is extended in a curtain 
way, in some large cities, and where the 
peor sufferers ara most congregated, it is 
alsv true that this relief is limited in quan- 
tity, brief in duration, and does not pro- 
vide the smallest remedy for more thin a 
minute percentage uf even the worst dis- 
tress, Toward the prolongation of the 
Hives of thosa who anffer from great cala- 
wities, the Government feels itself able 
to do but a trifle, Toward the reclamation 
of their land. the reconstruction of their 
houses, and the reaumption of life under 
new conditions, the Government does 
nothing whatever. If it remits its taxes 
itdoas all that the people expect, «nd it 
frequently does not remit those until it has 
been again and aguin domonatrated to the 
distric€’ magistrate, that out of nothing, 
nothing comes. To a foreigner frum the 
londs of the West, whee the revolutionary 
ory of ‘ Bread ad! or blood |’. has be- 


loser of this important -article of : battle, Those who suffer these evils havo’ 


been all their lives confranted«by thom, 
although at n little distance. hen the 
disaster comes, it is therefore acocpted 
82 alike inovitableand remedityas. - If those 
whe aro overtaken by it eau trundl. their 
families on wheelbarrewe off te some s+gion 
where a bare subsistence oan bo bogged, 
they will do that. If the family cannot be 
kopt togather, they will disperse, picking 
up what they can, and reuviting if tho:

thousand mike in mid-winter to some pro- 
vince where they hope to find that tha crops

greater. If the floods have abated, the 
mendicant farmer returtis to his home Jon 
enough to scratch & crack in the mu 
while it is still toa soft to bear the weight 
of an animal for plonghing, and in this 
; tiny rift he deftly dropa a little sced wheat, 
and again goes his devious. way, begging a 
aubsistence until his small harvest shall be 
ripe. If Providonce favours ‘him, he be- 
; comer once mote’s farmer, and no longer a 
{ dogger, but with tho distinctly recognised 
possibility of ruin and starvation never far 
away. It has always bean thought to bos 
powerful argimoent for thu immortality of 
the soul, that ita finest powers aften find in 
this life no ft opportanity for expansion. 
If this bo a valid argument, is thoro uot 
roagon to infer that the unequalled pation’ 
endurance of the Chinese race must have 
been designed for some nobler purpos + thin 
merely te enable them to bear with forti- 
tude tho ordinary ills of life, and the mise- 
ries of yradual starvation? Tf it be the 
teaching of history that the fittest snrvive, 
then surely n race with such a gift, backed 
by a splendid vitality, must have before it 
& magnificent future.—V.-C. Daily News, 


THE INAUGURAL CHINA DINNER. 
PROPOSED CHINA ASSOCLATION, 


A large and representative gathoting of 
those having commercial and other rela- 
tions with China and the Par Hast took 
place at the Thatched Houso Club, 8t. 
James's-a'reet, on the 4th iust., to inau- 
gurate the first Chiua diuuer, under the 
presidency of Sir Alfred Dent, K.C,M.G., 
which it is hoped will become an annual 
event. For a Jong time it has been felt 
that sume ateps should be taken to bring 
together for mutual benefit the large num- 
bor of gentlemen in this country interested 
in the China trade, and connected ina 
variety of ways with the Celestial Empire. 
It was thought that this: would be best 
achieved by a dinner, which would affurd 
smple opportunity for a complete inter- 
course which could not be otherwise than 
intaresting and valuable to‘all who have 
any ties whatever with the Far East, The 
suggestion waa enthusiastically taken up, 
and a dinner organised, with the additional 
viow of informally disc.esing the advis- 
ability of forming some permanent instita- 
tion, to be callod the China Asauciation, 
which should represent aud further the in- 
teresis of those engaged in the large aud 
important trade curried on between Eog- 
land snd China The invitations of the 


committee who have had ihe mattor in: 


hand were promptly responded to, with the 
result that some 130 gentlemen aat duwn 
to dinner on the 4th inst., in the large and 
handsome coifee-room of the Thatched 
House Club, Previous to the dinner there 
was a reunion of the gnests in the spacious 
hall and reception-rovm, which presented a 
very animated and busy scene. The 
utmost cordiality prevailed on every 
side, and the meating evidently afforded 
the greatest pleasure to everybudy. The 
arrangoment of the dining-hall and the 
names vi the guests whe sat down tw the 
dinnor will be seen from the plan which we 
print below. The crrangewents in every 
way were most admirably. The repast it- 
eclf was excellent, and fully sustained tho 
reputation which the Thstched Honse has 
fur gatherings of this nature. Altogother 
the first China dinner must be pronounced 
an unqualified success, and the ouavimity 
and evident pleasure which were manifested 
throughout the whole proceedings wero 
‘ll the justification the committee needud 
for the steps they havo tuken. The

which was of very ‘yroat interest, and 
one in which he had personally concerned 
himself; was the questior of the deepening 
of the Woosung Bar. (Langhter and ap- 
planes.) This way an undortaking which 
Appeared to him # China dasociation could 
help ly Liiug utout, Ho bud no hesila- 
tion in saying that the state of the 
Woosung Bar wus a positive disgrace 
to Qhinese civilisation, There wore 
inumerable questions which might be taken 
up by a China Assucistion. He looked 
forward with the very greatest confidence 
to tho establishment of such an institution, 
and he would venture to promise on. the 

rt of himself and hia frimd Sir Robert 
fardine, who was not present, that if, as 
he hoped it ‘would, the China Association 
became an accomplished fact, both he and 
Sir Robert Jardina would ba only too 
dolighted to address as many interrogatories 
to different Secretaries of State as would be 
necessary under the circumstances. In 
conclusion, he said he contidered it a very 
great privilege to have been present at such 
a gathering, wod be should cusider it a 
roster privilege to assist the chiirman as 
far as possible in forwarding the objects of 
which he had spoken, (Applause.) He 
trusted, however many mectiugs there 
might be, whether they wore monthly 
fortnightly, or at whatever intervals they 
ocourred, that there would, at all events, 
be one annual dianer. 
wpplange.) He would venture, in the 
absence of a Vhinese mutiv, for he was 
sorry to aay that he had forzotten the 
greater part of his Chinese—(laughter)—to 
make a (quotation—he traved Sir George 
Bowen would forgive bim for anticipating 
tim—from a great Latin author, a quotation 
which he thought would bo eminently ap- 
propriate, if it were not already sppro- 
priated asa motto for a Chinese associa- 
tion, and that was Quis scpambit! (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 


Mr Coxon pruposed the health of ‘The 
Guests.’ In doing so he mid their guests 
were evidently contented, if they might 
judge from their faces, (Langhter.) 
{hey had among them many goo 
apecimens of ‘Modern Ohina’—(Langh- 
ter)—and they had some excellent 
specimens of ' fine old China ’—{renewed 
saughter)—and he might cdd that Chino 
owed a debt of gratituda tothe arts and 
reiences, medicine, and the law, judging 
from the numerous members of the learned 
profossion which were prvsont, And what 
bad China not dove for the law? (Laughter.) 
They had Sir Richard Rennie with them, 
(Applause ) They had pillars of State; 
they had that grand old Colvaial pillar Sir 
George Bowen—{applause)~who had ruled 
over ther Majesty's greatest colonics, and 
finishod up with that peat of the China 
Sea, thut land of sweet waters, Hongkong. 
(Laughter and applauso.) He coupled with 
the toast the names of Sir George Bowen 
and Sir Richard Rennie. ee 

The toast was enthusiasically received, 
and drank with musica) honoura, °' 

Sir George Bowen, whu.was loudly ap- 
plauded, thanked -them-for the kind man- 
ner in whick his vane tad been received, 
and said that he considered ita great pri- 
vilege to be present. He ayreed with every 
word that had been said about the import- 
ance of foundiug a China Avoviation. From 
bis long exporienoé in the olonies—he had. 
been thirty-tour years altogether in the 
colonial servico—he believed thit auch an 
association aa Was proposed vould be greatly 
to the interest of British residents in China, 
The great Australian Colonies were repre- 
sented in London by the agenta-General, | 
who furined o sort of permanent committee 
in London, He knew tho pressure they 
could bring on all departments. of State, 
and he would strongly advise them to form 
such a committes as would be able to im- 
press their viows on properoccasions., He 
had beou entertained at several Australian 
dinners; he had spent tventy ‘yeara. us 
Governor of the three principal ‘ustra- 
lin. Culonies—Queensland, “New Zea- 
land, and Victoria—and he could aay 
that he did not look back with greater 
leasure to any of thoso years than be 
did to tho three -yoare whioh ho spent in 
Hong Kong. ‘(Appiauae,) He. was very 
glad iudecd to find himse!f.xmongst thuse 
assciated with China aud Japap aud the 
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(Laughter aud | 


fault if it vas nat. (Laughter.) Ho must 
not forget, however, that -ho was respond- 
ing toa toast with which the name of his 
very able and learned. friend Sir Richard 
Rennie had aleo beon, coupled. All would 
alow that Bir Richard Rennie was bead 
wud slesalders above all their chief justicos. 
(Laughter and applause.) From bis own 
intimate knowledge of him he (Sir Richard) 
was infinitely above a great many of them, 
(Applause,) They all belonged ty the Far 
¢, and let them say in the Oriental way, 
| * May his shadow never be less." (la hter 
and applause.) There was -his trieod Mr 
Sutherland, There, was a good deal of 
hilarity whon che spoke ‘of ‘the P. and 0, 
Company.’ He (Sir George) quite agrood 
with him. | Ho had ‘spent, some: of ‘the 
pleasantest hours of his life onthe P. and 
O. steamers. (Applause.) Then there waa 
his friend Mr Kaawick:: They all knew 
that the Queen addressed any one of her 
Privy Councillors in any official document 
as ‘My trusted and wall-beloved Oouncil- 
lor.’ (Laughtor,) .-Mr. .Keawick had..boon 
his-trusted and woll-balaved Councillor for 
the colony he ruled. over.’ (Applause and 
langhtor.) There was another distinguished, 
gentleman who ‘had: been: prevented from 
coming to the dinner, and about whom ho * 
could not refrain from saying a word—ho 
meant Sir Julian Pauncofote. (Applause.) 
e was sure. that they. were all -proud to 
think that be. (Sic Julian) ‘bogan: his. dias 
tinguished coroer in the Far. East. . Ho 
(Sir Julian) was now going to crown it by 
going to Washington in ‘the Bar West, 
(Applauss.) Ha believed that the mission 
he was about to undertake. was’ one of the 
most difficult and delicate, but at the same 
time one of the most important to which 
any. Euglish minister or ambassador’ could 
be appointed.’ It was impossible to ex- 
aggorate the importance of maintaining tha 
nost friendly relations with that great Eng-.
